A FATAL DISASTER. 


Terrible Accident on the C. and 
A. Railroad. 


A Train Jumps the Track at Burdan 
Station, 


Two Persons Killed, One Being 
Roasted Alive 


Graphic Account ofthe Wreck by a Pas- 
senger—Full Details of the Christ- 
mas Night Catastrophe. 


A frighttul accident occurred last night at 
10:55 at Burdan Station, onthe Chicago and 
Alton 10ad, sixty-two anda half miles from 
this city. As the passenger train was nearing 
the station on its westward jour- 
bey, two cars jumped the truck, 
on account of a broken rail, startling 
she sleeping passengers and produeing a scene 
of consternation in every car. Fortunately 
there waa but one passenger in the sleeper, or 
there would have been a greater disaster, since 
several ef the berths were demolished by the 
aecident and would have produced death to 
any One then occupying them. At the time ef 
the accident the truin was running about twen- 
ty ve miles an hear, and to 
the wonderful presence of mind of the engineer, 
who felt the shock, and immediately reversed 
his engine and applied the air brakes to their 
fullest capacity, is owing the narrow escape 
from whieh death might etherwise have follow- 
ed. 

THIS SUDDEN STOPPAGE, 
though productive of a certain amount of good 
which eannot be denominated, by ne means 
prevented sad and fata) consequences follow- 
ing the accident. As soon as the 
train eame toa standstill it was dis- 
eovered thatthe stoves in the chair-car and 
the smoking-car had overturned, and the 
frightened passengers, ready to offer thauks 
for their safe delivery from death by rail, were 
confronted with aterror which in their trem- 
bling conditien they fully realized. As the 
west end of the chair-car was ablaze a 
mad rush was made for the ether 
end of the car, when it was found that 
the door was locked. The inflammable materia 
of the coach furnished u fest for the lam 8, 
and, as it was eating its way to the east endo 
the car, the door was broken open and 
THE &TIFLED PASSENGERS, 
with the eaception of one, made their escape. 
The unfortunate victim who fatled to be num 
bered among the lucky one 
Was Colonel I. 6. Bond, ol 
Auburn, 1jj., Who Was at first stunned by the 
aceident, which rendered him unconscious, 
preventing him uxaderstanding his perilous 
position, and thus he was burned to death to- 
gether: with the porter of thePullman car. The 
latter bad gone to sleepin the smoking-room 
of the ear previous to the disaster, aud was so 
wedged intothe apartment as to render his es- 
cape impossibe. Betore going tothe smoking- 
room he had filled the stoves with coal and 
looked each door of the car.unconscious ly add- 
ing tuel to 
THB FIRE OF DEATH, 

and making every arrangement tor 4 first-class 
holocaust. The Pullman car was fbadlv dam- 
aged by fire, and would have burned com- 
pletely up but for the extra exertions of the 
passengers and train crew, who worked witha 
will to extinguish the flames. When the 
two esrs jumped the track they rolled 
downasmall embankment, partially turning 
over. This broke the connection with the bal 
ance of the tryin, which, being separated tron: 
the flames aconvenient distance, also aided in 
preventing a further extension of the fire. 

THE PORTER, 
Charles Payne, who was killed in hiscar, had 
been employed by the Pullman for some time 
past. He had been previously running from 
Chicage to Kansas City, but his route had been 
changed, anu this was bis first trip on the run 
from St. Louis to Kansas City. 

COL. BOND, 
who was killed in the chair car, is a well 
known citizen of Illinois, and a member of the 
General Assembly of that State. He was on 
his way to Kansas partly on an errand of busi- 
ness and for the purpose of visiting triends. 

OTHER CASUALTIES. 

A. G. Hervey, conductor of the Pullman car, 
was seriously hurt about the body. 

H. Winkler, of Cincinnati, bruised on the 
side, painful scalp wound and one of his eyes 
injuyed, 

C. A, Hocks, an attache oi the road, the only 
passenger in the Pullman car, was slizgatly bat 
not serioumy injured. 

Condnectof Barrett, who had charge ol the 
train, was hurt, but to what exten Was not 
learned. 

Several persons had one or tre of their 
limbs broken, and a number received bruises 
and cute of a painful nature. All of the in 
fured persons were taken to Jacksonville, III., 
where they were kindly cared for by the citi- 
gens,who furnished them medical and other 
a: sistence. 

The name of the Pullman car which was so 
bedly damaged was the St. George, and one 


that nud been in the service a long time, but 
had never betore been in a wreck. . 

The amount of damase done by the accident 
is about 325.000. Alter the excitemeat had 
subsides the wreck was cleared away and the 
read putin running order by an early hour 
this morning. 

A reporter, in search of further particulars, 
visited’ the Pullman Car Company’s offices,and 
while inthe Upion Depot noticed a woebe- 
gone individual, who jooked as if he had been 
urawit threugb a general wreck 
or bad been on a Christmas drank that had 
thoroughly votten away with him. Smeilia 
an item. he was approached, when it was toun 
that he wus one of the unlucky passengers no 
were fated to escape death, but not injury.

CHICAGO, Deeember 26.—J. C. McMullen, 
General Marager of the Chicago aud Alton rail- 
road, says his information respveting the ac- 
cident at Burdan, seventy miles north of St. 
Louise, iste the effect that the train was run- 
ning about thirty miles an hour, and that after

ever safely, a steel rail, rendered brittle by 
cold, snapped and threw the sleeper from the 
track. This ditched all the other cars, the 
engine alone remaining on the track.

THE COMMON HANGMAN. 


Sketch of Calcraft, the English Execu- 
tioner—His Gallows Etiquette. 
From the New York Herald. | 

Caleraft, the English executioner who ex- 
pired a few days since of sheer old age, was a 
man about whom the outside world was al- 
ways most curious, but of whom, outside his 
officiel functions, little or nothing was known 
save by the select few that hada personal ac- 
quaintence with him. All sorts of ridiculous 
tales have been told about Calcraft. He was 
a fiend that hanged people for the mere en- 
oyment of the brutish pleasure of gloat- 
ing over their expiring 
He dad committed a crime 80 


unspeakably awful that his father confessor 
had enjoined himthatno ordinary penance 
could clean his soul of its burden of guilt; 
hence he bad undertaken these awful duties 
with a view of mentally scourging himself. 
Others again maintained that Calcraft had 
bimeself — found guilty of murder, aud 
pardoned on consideration of his undertaking 
the duties of a common hangman for Iife. 
But all thie is, of course, mere id Ik. The 
real facts are that something less than fifty 
years ayo the then Sheriffs of the city of Lon - 
don found themselves inthe unpleasant po- 

ition of being left without a hangman to of- 

ciate at Newgate throughthe clashing of 
executions at Yorkand London. Calcraft, a 
young shoemaker of some twenty-five years 
of age, on the evening preceding the exscu- 
tion happened to call at Newgate with a pair 
of boots that he had madefor one of the 


warders. 
WIS FIRST JOB. 

The Sheriff’s dilemma was at that moment 
afruitiess source of discussion among the 
prison officials, and Calcraft at once volun- 
teered to undertake the job. Atthis timethe 
common hangman was the especial object of 
the execrations of the lower orders of society, 
and the Sheriffs were then sitting in Newgate 
ruefully discussing the immediate probability 
of their being themselves cempelled to do“ 
the culprits to death on the following morn- 
ing. The young shoemaker’s voluntary offer 

was eagerly accepted. The next morning, in 
the presence of a howling, shrieking multi- 

‘tude of depraved wretches, Calcraft launched 
into eternity the two malefactors whose legal 
extinction bad caused such perturbation in 
the minds of the Sheriffs. or a period of 
close upon fifty years from that date almost 
every criminal that was sacrificed on the shrine 
of the offended majesty of the law met his 
death at the hands of Calcraft. 

HIS GHASTLY PERQUISITES. 

For many years aiter he assumed the posi- 
tion of public “executioner, the position was 
a lucrative one. He received $50 for each ex- 
ecutiorand a liberal allowance for travelin 
expenses when the dire work was performed 
out of London. In addition to this the clothes 
ofthe culprit, being part and pareel of the 
felon’s estate forfeited to the Crown, reverted 
tothe hangman as bis ghastly perquisites. 
These cast-off garments of criminals were 
readily salable at high prices to the proprie- 
tors of waxwork exkibitions, who pundered 
then, as now, to the morbid sensibilities of 

the people. Many a $000, too, found its way 
into Calcraft’s pocket when he choked to 
death some plutocratic murderer whose rela- 
tives, rather than see the coat and boots of 
their departed kinsman figuring on his waxen 
efficy iu the stately saloons of Mme. Tussaud, 
in Baker street, or standing cheek-by-jowl 
with the Queen ef Sheba andthe Man ia the 
Iron Mask in the booth of a traveling wax- 
work exhibition, outbid the speculative pro- 
prictors of these establisments for the pos- 
session of the culprit’s garments. 
HANGMAN’S ETIQUETTE. 

Calcraft established a course of etiquette to 
be observed in his iatercourse with murder- 
ers in which — throughout his ca- 
reer. The governors of the jails and sheriffs 
with whom inthe prosecution ef his ghastly 
profession he came in contact now and then 
would attempt to interfere with his arrange- 
ments, but Calcraft always had his own way, 
as he met ail their suggestions and opposition 
with his one stereotyped and ever effectual 
argument— 

„It you don’t like my way of doing the 
business you can hang the man yourself.“ 

It was the hangman's usual custom to time 
his arrival in the town where his deadly work 
Was to be done soasto get there late ou the 
evening preceding the execution. He would 

straight from the depot to the prison, where, 

the then Governor knew him, a warm wel- 
come awaited bim. Over a pipe anda glass 
ofsteaming hot gin and water, with a slice of 
lemon — a liberal allowance of sugar for 
even hangmen have their favorite beverages 
Calcraft would 1 get his points“ from 
his host for the time being. Was the man 
morose or cheerful? trudulent or easily 
handled? repentant or defiant? What was his 
height, weight and soon? Would his rela- 
tives be present at the execution? Had he 
the sympathy of thetownspeople or other- 
wise? These were the hangman’s points,“ 
having got which he would retire to the bed- 
room, which wae always prepared for him in 
the jail, and presumably sink into peaceful 
slumbers. 

THE LAST INTRODUCTION, - 

Up betimes, tbe people's avenger”? 
would closely inspect the seaffold, see that 
the bolts and hinges of the trap worked 
easily, and ux a rope of the requisite lengta 
and +trength, a supply of which he invariabiy 
carried with bim. and then, seeking the Gev- 
ernor halt an bour before the time set down 
for the execution, carrying iu his hand his 
little black bag, containinghis arm and leg 
atraps, he would blurt out: 

Nov, Governor, Il get you to introduce 
me to my patient.’’ 

The interviews were, if possible, more 
painful to the executioner than to the eul- 
prit; for, strange though it may appear, Cal- 
craft was ofa very sensitive nature, and it 
Was for this reason that he could never be jun- 
cuced to see the man whom he bad to operate 
on until the last moment, and, further, he al- 
Ways especially enjoined the officials on no ac- 
count to notify the prisoner of his arrival un- 
be himself walked into the cell. Oace in 
the prereuce of the prisoner, until duriug the 
lasttwelve months of his holding his hateful 
office, when his nervous organization utterly 
broke down, compelling his retirement, Cal- 
craft war as coo! and self-possessed as though

WITH TREMBIANG WRETCHES. 

Very different was Calcraft’s manner when 
he bad to deal with a poor wretch half dead 
with fright at the approach of the terrible 
ceremony in which he was to play the leading 

art. Inthese eases he would request the 
overnor to introduce him without reference 
to his calling, and, taking the culprit’s hand, 
would speak words of kindly sympathy and 
urge him to summon all his fortitude to his 
aid, as be must shortly expect the arrival of 
the hangman. Ina way peculiarly, his own 
he would gradually break to the doémed man 
the fact that he was in the presence of his ex- 
ecutioner. With this class of criminals he 
+ was gentle as a woman, and that the poor 
creatures appreciated the kind words and 
entle act ions of the aged hangmas is vouched 
er by the fact that they almost always, after 
the rope was adjusted and they were about to 
take their blind leap into eternity, asked him 
to shake hands with them. | 
CALCRAFT AT HOME. 

In his domestic relations Calcraft was a de- 
voted husband and an affectionate father. 
Two upmarried daughters, who, for the four 
years before his death, tended their bed-rid- 
den father, and a servant, comprised the 
hangman’s household for the past twenty 

ears, he having been a widower about that 

ength of time. The house where he died, 

No. 2 Poole place, Poole street, Hoxton, a 
district of London, lying east of tbe city road 
between Islington and Shorediteh, was his 
own property, as well as several of the adja- 
cent houses. At the corner of Poole street 
and the new North road stands a large public 
house called the Princess Alice. 

Here, up to some four years ago, when age 
and increasing infirmities kept him a total 
prisoner in his house, the veteran hangman 
would walk in almost every evening 
about eight o' clock, and, be- 
taking himself to a semi-private parior re- 
served by the host for specially favored cus- 
tomers, would sit down to enjoy a game of 
whist. It was tacitly understood by the ha- 
bitues of the room that no reference to his 
ealling should ever be made in Calcraft’s 
presence. Now and ame bowever, an in- 
judicious comer would allude to the tabooed 
subject. When this occurred, Calcraft, with- 
outcomment, would immediately rise from 
the table and, taking his hat, abruptly leave 
the room and the house. In Hoxton he was 
always spoken of and addressed as Calley,“ 
and it is not too much to say that no man re- 
siding in this densely populated neighbor 
hood was better thought of among the labor - 
ing classes than old! Calley.“ At some peri- 
od of his life he had acquired the recipe ofa 
nostrum for relieving the aches and pains 
with which rheumaticsubjects are afflicted. Ot 
this liniment he always kept a large supply on 
hand and gratuitously distributed it alike 
among rich and poor, to all who chose to call 
at his house and ask for it. 


HIS HEMPEN HORROR CHAMBER. 


To this house very few but the immediate 
members of his family were ever admitted, 
and fewer still were ever permitted to inspect 
the ghastly array of hempen curiosities that 
inasmall ‘*Bluebeard’s chamber“ were 
neatly labeled and arranged around the walls. 
It had been the hangman’s custom to pre- 
servé a piece of rope as a memento of each 
execution he had conducted, and when he 
did happen to unbend to a favored guest fram 
his habitual taciturnity he would chatter on 
by the hour, each piece of labeled rope he 
handled. giving the name of its victim and 
date of his execution, affording fresh food for 
the relation of startling incidents. All at- 
tempts of newspaper men and speculative 
publishers to obtain information for publica- 
tion from Calcraft were unavailing. 


HIS HANGING CLOTHES. 


There was acoolness between the writer and 
**Calley’’ for some months afterward. On 
the scaffold, Calcraft always appeared dressed 
inasuit of the darkest of blue serge, and 
these habiliments were known in Hoxton as 
his hanging clothes. He would put them on 
when leaving his home to start for the scene 
of the execution, and take them off again on 
his return, and never wore them on any other 
occasion. No one ever saw him outside his 
house during the three days immediately suc- 
ceeding an execution, and stolidly as-he com- 
ported himself during the progress of the 
dreud scene, be invariably arrived heme suf- 
fering from extreme nervousness and great 
mental prostration. If, on a fine summer 
evening, the aged hangman, with downcast 
eves, bowed shoulders, and his chin sunk on 
his breast, arrayed in his hanging clothes and 
carrying his little black bag, was seen walking 
down Poole street,on his way to his house, his 
humble neighbors, gathered on the sidewalk 
smoking their pipes and chatting after the 
day’s toil, would stand aside, and, pausing in 
their conversation, make way for the old man 
to pass without so much as bidding him good 
evening, for it was well known that on these 
occasions he was a silent man, and would not 
exchange a word even with his most intimate 
friends. 

HOW HE LOOKED. 


_In appearance, as the writer knew him any 
time during the last fifteen years, Calcraft was 
a stout, powerfully built man of some five 
feet eight, witha long snowy white beard 
and whiskers, the upper lip only being clean- 
ly shaven. He had an unusually broad fore- 
head, a coarse, thick nose and eyes of a pecu- 
liar cold blue tinge, a mouth expressing de- 
termination and secretiveness in its tightly 
compressed thin lips and absence of curve, 
and a full, fleshy face utterly wanting in col- 
or, pretty uccurately describes the general 
appearance of this remarkable man. Many 
— stories could be told of inetdents in the 

angman's career apart from his intimate 
connection with criminals, but in this place 
one of these incidents will suffice.

On one occasion the writer in the course of 
his reportorial duties had to attend an execu- 
tion at Stafford when Calcraft officiated. They 
traveled down together, and at Bushbury

Arriving at Stafford early in the 
afternoon, Caleraft. cardialy shaking the prof- 
fered hands of the ladies, left the car and pro- 
ceeded to the jail, but the writer, having bus- 
iness at Stoke-upon-Trent, some few miles 
further on, that afternoou, remained iy the 
ladies’ company until reaching that pint. 
They were loud in their 
praises of ‘‘that nice old gentlem n,“ and, 
but for that unheppy curiosity which lovely 
woman inherits from our common mother. 
Eve. might have to thie day labored under 
the fatterivg delusion that they had devoured 
strawberries in the company of a patriarchal 
duke, or nibbled biscuits in concert with a 
county magnate. But the temptation to ad- 
luinister a Wholesome check to the scaree!y 
well bred curiositv of these dames was to 
strong forthe writer, and just as the train 
drew up at Stoke Station he yratified their 
thirst for knowledge by informiug them that 
the venerable gentleman with whom they 
were so much taken was none other than the 
common hangman.

Danger from Meteorites. 
{From a Letter by Prof. Proctor. 


I have received several inquiries, some of 
them rather anxious inquiries, respecting the 
dangers to be feared from meteoric downfall, 
the death of David Meisenthaler having ap- 
parently suggested that such dangers may be 
greater than has heretofore been supposed. If 
we knew the average number of meteoric 
masses which break their way through the 
earth’s armor—tha@ is.through the firmameat, 
expanse of ether, pure, transparent, element- 
al air—it would be very easy to calculate the 
exact chance of death by meteoric downfall. 
As a matter of fact, we have no 
satisfactory evidence on this peint, be- 
cause most of the me- 
teorites which fall upon the earth escape at- 
tention. I suppose, however, that if L’rof. 
Newton, of Yale College, rightly assumes the 
number of falling stars of all orders to be 
400,000,000 vearly, we may fairly assume that 
about 4,000 meteorites fall upon the earth’s 
surface. This allows one meteorite for 100,- 
000 falling stars. Now, let us take the total 
number of human beings at any oue time on 
the earth as 1,500,000,000. Assume the risk 
of persons within doors equal to that of per- 
sons in the open air—for a meteorite falling 
on a house would not be seriously E 
ed in its course, since it would travel with a 
velocity of several miles per second. Again, 
reinembering that the meteors do not fall 
vertically, nor, even if they did, do men al- 
ways stand upright. we must take a larger 


surface for each person than that 
which sie presents as seen 
from above when standing. We may take 


half a square yard for an adult and perhaps a 
quarter of a square vard for the average hu- 
man being. Now, the earth’s surface con- 
tains about 200,000,000 square miles, each 
containing about 3,000,000 square yards, or 
12,000,000 quarter square yards—in all 2,400,- 
G00 , 000,000. 000 quarter square yards—where- 
as the human race occupies only 1,500,000,000 
quarter square yards. Tnus the chance ofa 
single meteorite striking some one is as 15 in 
24,000, 000, or as Lin 1,600. 000; and if 4,000 
meteorites fall per annum the chance of one 
death occurring in any given year is about 
1-400th. On the average one death by a meteor 
stake mignt be 1 to occur in 400 years. 
If it is true, as I have seen recently stated, 
that nine such deaths have occurred in the last 
900 years it would appear probable that 16,000 
meteorites, instead of 4,000, .annually reach 
the earth.’’

Of these, 
the majority were men of middle age, who 
had evidently shifted the diyision gradually to 
the left to maintain a facial and cerebral sym- 
metrv that had ceased to be attainable in the 
use of the middle line. Only a left-handed 
man,“ says a curious observer of vital pheno- 
mena ,‘‘ever parts his hair on the right side,“ 
and, in verification of this observation, which 
is a correct but purely empirical one, it is 
found that most active right-handed persons 
actually part on the left side. The same rule, 
which, in one collection of college alumni, 
had led nearly all the elder members to shift 
the line insensibly toward the left as maturity 
advanced, is seen to be operative in gencral 
seciety. The competent anatomical observer 
will not seek long in vain for the solution of 
this apparently inexplicable phenomenon. 
With males who are born right-handed 
the development of the left hemisphere of 
che brain, after twenty years of 
age, in contact with actual affairs, 
advances with considerable more rapidity 
than tbat of the right, and its convolutions 
are A. more distinctively mark- 

ed and more clearly defined to the eye of the 
anatomist. At 25 years old the difference in 
weight and volume, and in the definition of 
the convolutions, is generally not very mater- 

ial; asa natural consequence,the two sides 

ofthe head aré symmetrical, and the hair 
can be parted in the middle with good artistic 
results. At 45, on the contrary, the 
volume of the left hemisphere, and of the left 
side of the cranium, has been increased by 

constant exercise until the whole ensemble is 

asvmmetrical with the hair divided along the 
median line, and, with the pro- 

gress of this asymmetry, the owner in- 

sensibly shifts the line, baring the left side 
of its natural weight of hair, and urging it to- 

ward the right, to compensate for the com- 

parative lack of convexity on thatside. Ex- 

clusive of occasional cases of baldaess, where 

there is an extrinsic reason for combing the 

hair over, observation indicates very clearly 
that few men who commence with parting in 
the middle ever shift the line by sudden im- 

pulse. On the contrary, the result obtained 
at fifty is generally a gradual one, brought 
about by the inoreasing development of the 
left hemisphere, and the progressive necessity 
for restoring the symmetry of the head and 
face as age advances. With women, whose 
activities are less of the motor and muscular, 

and more of the sentimental type, than those 
of men. the median line generally continues 
during life to be the line of symmetry.

[Interview in Philadelphia Press, j 
I never satirized the American public like 
Dickens in Martin Chuzzlewit,’’ and I 
never accepted of their hospitality, as Dickens 
did, only to turn and abuse them. But it was 
his instinct for satire that got the better of 
Dickens, and he lived to repent and retract 


his statements. Eighteen vears have gone by 
since I wrote my book, and although eighteen 
years is a short period in the life of a nation, 
it is still long enough to admit of many 
changes and innovations. Iam the son of a 
West India man who kept slaves, and I was 
taught to believe that the custom was consist- 
ent with the very highest form of Christiani- 
tv.

The persons with whom 1 
associated during my stay in this country

ception to the rule. In 1860-63 there were 
many petty discomforts and aggravating an- 
noyances that were apt to prejudice the mind 
of the traveler in Ameriea and give him a bad 
opinion of the people. Since that time great 
changes have been made. The railway ser- 
vice of America is to-day more perfect than 
that of any other country on the globe. Iam 
informed that one can now engage a berth on 
a Pullman car. and have all the 
luxuries, as well as the necessities of life, 
served to him without being obliged to quit 
the apartment. The hotels of America are the 
finest in the world. I have not been impor- 
tuned once since my arrival here for fees. In 
England the porters and waiters are contin- 
ually asking for backsheesh, and it is almost 
impossible to be well served in an English 
restaurant or hotel without first ‘‘tipping”’ 
the waiter.

We have cold weatherin Paris now. The 
fountains are all frozen up, and the Seine is 
fullof ice, This has been so for the last two 
or three weeks. People have been expecting 
the weather to change with every day, but it 
does not change. Everybody has something 

to say about it. The first remark one Parisian 

makes to another, as he gets into a car or om- 
nibus is, **This is not very warm weather;’’ 
and How cold it is!’’ is shuddered out as he 
draws his coat collar around his ears. 

It is a fine time for the rich,’’ said an old 
woman, as she stopped to complain toa 
friend. et this winter is particularly bard 
onthe poo . Last summer it was very cold 
and wet and the crops all turned out 4 
Bread has risen four cents on a loaf, and, 
worst ofall for a Parisian, wine is scarce, ow- 
ing to the grapes rot having had enough sun 
to ripen. The alle orical welf is at the ima¢- 
inary door; the real wo“ is looking for a warm 
place in the Forest of Fontainebleau. One of 
ihe worst features of Paris is that there 
are no facilities for keeping warm tn unusual- 
ly cold weather. Many of the houses are 
built in a very rickety manper, with big holes 
under the doors and great cracks in the win- 
dow sashes. Coal is very dear,anda!'l the 
cafes and restaurants that are warm at all 
have the feeling of being heated by the breath 
of the customers rnd the gas jets. The warm- 
est people are the Americans, who go about 
avi „Isn't it gay?“ and Doesn't it 
seem like bome?' How that braces one up! 
The coldest people are the omnibus drivers, 
who sit up high and catch all the cold winds 
coming around corners. They do them- 
selyes up in large hairy ulsters and comfort- 
ers, smoke immense pipes; and vell their 
opinions of the weather at each other as they

But 
speaking ef cold men. one must not forget the 
chestnut roasters, who stand in doorways 
and try to keep warm over thir little charceal 
stoves. It makes ope envy the chestnuts—so 
warm—while the poor roaster stands with 
tears running down his cheeks, alternately 
stamping his feet and punching himself in the 
rivs to keep warm. The bou- 
levards are quite deserted in the 
evening, except when you come te a square 
witha fountain in it, aud there youseea 
crowd of people breaking up aud fishing out 
the je. 

The great erowds tbat a short time age 
were sitting with their hats off, driukiug and 
smoking in front ef the cafes, are gone. The 
policemen loaf in pairs eut ef the wind, anil 
are so benumbed with eold that thev wouid 
not arrest a pairicide. The eafes are fourish- 
ie. Every one goes to them. The mottois: 
*“*Apywhere. anywhere out of the cold.“ 
Early inthe morning the streets are full ef 
people whoare forced to get up and gote 
work. It is very strauge te see a great many 
of the girls stick to the fashien of going bare- 
headed, netwithstanding the severe cold. 
Most of the workmen are poorly clad, and 
ook hungry. Now and theu one sees an old 
Frenchman of the vetter' clase, with an im- 
mense curly-brimmed bat aud his head dove 
up inathiek shawl, muttering impreeations 
on the weather, and sareastically asking the 
pardon of people who run against him. Just 
ut present we are favored with a rattling 
snow storm and:a biting north wind. The 
snow began to fall yesterday and is still fall- 
ing. There is about six inches of it ona 
level—enough here to stop all the omnibuses 
exeep! those which they have put six horses 
10. 

Most of the horse cars also stopped running. 
Those that go at all may be seen slowly toiling 
along with the driver walking in front. en- 
woe tee 4 the horses, and the conductor 
walking hehind, encouraging the passengers, 
who push.

MAINE’S MORAL. 

Foree is as wrong as fraud. However 
wrong the conduct of Gov. Garcelon was 
in adopting returning board practices, the 
conduct of Mr. Blaine and other Republican 
leaders in appealing to physical force and 
riotous, revolutionary proceedings as a 
remedy is infinitely worse. 

We have denounced the conduct of 
Gov. Garcelon because it took 
advantage of technicalities to 
reverse the will of the people. 
But we must still more denounce Mr. 
Blaine and his lieutenants, because they 
take advantage of intense popular indigua- 
tion to disturb the peace, break the law 
and incite bloodshed. 

Governor Garcelon abused hig authority. 
But he did whatever he did as the chief 
executive of Maine, under the color and 
cover of law. One wrong dots not justify 
another. An abuse of authority can only be 
corrected or punished by authority. But 
physical resistance against the forms and 
officers of the law whenever any political 
party deems itself the victim of wrong 
would soon lead to an utter Mexicaniza- 
tion of our Government. 

Several significant lessons and contrasts 
are furnished by this Maine affair—lessons 
that should be remembered and contrasts 
that are most interesting. 

When the Republicans first eet the

If Republican State 
government could be recognized and up- 


held by force in the South time and again. 


which were notoriously and infamously 
fraudulent, why not refuse to recognize the 
result of similar fraud in Maine? 

We hold that Mr. Garcelon did wrong, 
and that the Maine government will be the 
result of wrong. 

Yet why does Mr. Hayes not interfere?

Why then hesitate to pull down in Maine 
what it claims to be a wrongful and fraudu- 
lent State government? Simply be- 
cause it is not in the South. If this 
same Maine affair had happened in 
any Southern State United States troops 
would have already taken possession of the 
State capital. Butitisin the North—and 
Mr. Hayes dare not interfere. 

But why should all the States and all the 
people not be treated exactly alike? Why 
should the corner-stone of Republicanism 
be inequality, intolerance and ill will against 
the South? Are we notone people, one 


nation if you please, with common rights 


and a common destiny? 


PRIVILEGES OF GENIUS. 

It may be important some of these days 
to know precisely what it takes to damage 
the character of a public artist. It has been 
asserted recently that it was worth $25,000 
to a female singer to have the assertion 
made, at second hand, that she had upon 
occasion used alcoholic stimulants to such 


a degree as to be unable to render satisfac- 


tion musically to certain persons who had 
paid for the privilege of having their souls 
entranced. Our own opinion is, that it is 
not necessarily damaging to a great artist 
of either sex to have it simply known that 
his or her taste for liquor is exaggerated. 
Nobody ever ebjected to Edmund Kean or 
Garrick or the elder Booth because they 
were addicted to the flowing bowl. In fact, 
there were people in those days who hada 
theory that the genius of these distinguish- 
edactors was wontto shine through the 
tawdry trappings of the stage with greater 
effulgence when they were more or less 
drunk. That sweetest of all tenors, Mario, 
was a ten-bottle man and a confirmed roue 
all his life, but in the passionate passages 
of Manrice the ladies loved him just as ‘well 
as though he had never looked up- 
on wine when in the act of imparting color 
to the cup. His companion, the immortal 
Grisi, was given to drink and other things, 
but her salary as prima denna was never 
affected by her private life. She had 
genius, and she could snap her fingers at 
the public, for her musical notes were al- 
ways negotiable at their face value. Her 
two children, sometimes known among the 
wits as the Grisettes and sometimes as the 
Mario-nettes, out of distinction to the illus- 
trious father, were never an impediment. to 
her prefessionally, though they may have 
barred the way to social distinction. To 
come dewn to more modern times, we have 
the case of Adelina Patti in view. This 
child of genius in her zenith traded in 
marriage her gold and popularity for a 
Marquise’s title. Thea she kicked her Mar- 
quis out of the house and set up in his 
place an indifferent tenor singer. All Eu- 
rope knows of the improper love of Pattiand 
Nicolini, and yet itscapitals welcome her 
with joy and pour untold wealth into her 
lap. Paris for a season turned its back 
upon her, but recently she attuned her 
sweet veice in the Trocadero palace, and 
the frivoluus but music-loving capital went 
down on its knees. No such triumph 
has ever keen won on the lyric 
stage as that which marked Patti’s 
re-entree to Paris. Last year the 
exiguous Sarah Bernhardt went to Eng- 
land carrying with her a personal reputa- 
tion such as Aspasia would have shunned. 
Sarah bad reared a family ef promiscuous 
parentage without the hallowed consent of 
aclergyman, but her genius opened the 
doors of the London social world and her 


peccadilloes were forgotten when her dra-

DOES INSURANCE INSURE? 

The late litigation between Mr. B. C. PoweN 
and certain insurance companies has attract- 
ed general attention among persons holding 
fire insurance policies. The natural inquiry 
is whether the treatment of Mr. Powell by 
some of the companies with which he had 
transacted business for from five to twenty 
years is asample of the conduct of such com- 
panies when losses eccur. Mr. Powell made 
no application for insurance, but the agents 
waited upon him and solicited bis business, 
surveyed the stock themselves and fixed the 
amount of insurance they were anxious to as- 
sume. The policies were issued by the com- 
panies, no questions being asked touching the 
ownership of the goods. Indeed it was a one- 
sided transaction, where the companics 
settled all the preliminaries themselves. In 
the obscurities ef the policies (in exceedingly 
fine print) 1s secluded a provision, among a 
multitude of others, that if Mr. Powell “is not 
the sole, entire, exclusive, and unconditional 
ewner of the goods insured, the policy should 
be void.“ Mr. Powell paid the premium 
forthe full stock, which was eagerly re- 
ceived by the companies and no questions 
asked. After the loss of vertain papers, which 
were executed in the lifetime of Mr. Jonathan 
Levy, by Mr. Powell, preliminary to a part- 
nersbip, and which papers afterwards disap- 
peared from the residence of Mr. Powell 
and in some way got into the possession of 
the defendants, the companies contracting 
with Mr. Powell were all notified of these 
papers and solicited to purchase 
them. The companies represented 
by the Blossom agency honorably refused 
to go into a pool to litigate, and paid at once, 
Not so, however, with the Liverpool, London 
and Globe, the Howard Insurance Company 
of Buffalo, the St. Joseph Fireand Marine, 
the Scottish Commercial, and the Lancashire 
Company. These, after an arbitration was 
had at their instance by Gen. John B. Gray, 
who fixed the amount of the loss much in ex- 
eess of the entire insurante, determined to 
litigate on the sole ground of a supposed 
joint-ownership in the goods insured by Mr. 
Jonathan Levy. If the defense were true, and 
open to clear proof, it is singularly barren of 
merit at best, as itis not pretended that the 
ownership of the goods had anything to do 
with the loss; but when the loss is re- 
sisted on the most questionable evidence, 
and under circumstances that show 
a want of sincerity, it becomes, the public to 
look well, not only to the companies in which 
they insure, but to the technical provisions 


in policies which appeaf to be devised to es- a 


cape payment of honest losses. 

In the case just decided the verdict of the 
jury was one in which really every merchant 
and proeperty-holder who has to pay for fire 
imsurance was interested. The victory gained 
by Mr. Powell’s attorneys, Messrs. Lee & 
Chandler, wasa victery for commercial and 
The amount 
involved was net only the $50,000 which Mr. 
Powell claimed, but an infinitely greater 
amount, the payment of which the insurance 
companies would have resisted had they suc- 
ceeded inthis case. The jury in the case 
deserves credit, for its verdict allowed not only 
the whole amount claimed by Messrs. Lee & 
Chandler, with interest, but ten per cent in 
addition for vexatious delay. We hope 
it will serve as a good lesson for insurance 
companies. ö
